Trucker strike spreading in nation 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The independent truckers' shutdown 


spread over more than three-fourths of 
the nation today, prompting more 
layoffs and bringing new reports of 
violence. 


An independent driver manning a 


blockade near Wilmington, N.C., was 
shot in the stomach and seriously 
wounded early today, police said. It was 
one of the few reports of injury stem- 
ming from the violence that has marked 
the six-day-old protest. 


Gov. Patrick J. Lucey today ordered 


the State Patrol onto overtime duty to 
discourage violence resulting from the 
trucker shutdown. He directed State 
Patrol Col. Lewis Versnik to take what- 
ever steps are necessary to protect 
strategic truckstops along Wisconsin 
roads. 


The step was necessary, the governor 


said, "to avoid loss of life and 
property." Initial steps will be to order 
a limited number of patrolmen onto 
10-hour days, he said. 


Federal and state officials and 


truckers* representatives tried without 
success to reach a compromise that 
could end the owner-drivers' protest 
over fuel prices and freight rates. 


The shutdown or its effects reached at 


least 39 states. Shootings, tire slashings 
or rock throwings were reported late 
Monday night or early today in 
Louisiana, Rhode Island, Indiana, 
Maryland, Delaware and Pennsylvania 
as well as in North Carolina. . 


The number of layoffs reported in 


industries unable to get supplies or ship 
finished products topped 75,000. There 
were warnings that food shortages would 


start showing up at the retail level 
shortly. 


Holly Farms Industries, Inc., one of 


the nation's largest poultry processors, 
announced the indefinite closing of three 
plants in North Carolina and the layoff of 
3,000 persons due to the truckers' 
shutdown. "Since we can't ship, we can't 
process," a spokesman said. "It's a heck 
of a mess." 


The company announced earlier it was 


also closing two Virginia plants, but 
switched plans at a meeting this 
morning. A spokesman said the trucks 
in Virginia appeared to be moving. 


Truckers blocking fuel deliveries 


caused problems for schools in some 
areas where buses couldn't get gas. 
Classes in Garrett County, Md., were 
canceled for the second day and 
Allegheny County, Md-, officials 


curtailed school bus service. 


In New York State, the Fort Edwards 


Express Co., which supplies 16 Hess 
service stations in the Albany area, said 
it agreed to stop transporting all diesel 
fuel and gasoline for 24 hours. 


The move was a compromise with 


striking truckers, a spokesman said. "It 
was a question of being tied up 
completely or compromising and 
getting something done," he added. 


Sources close to the negotiations in 


Washington had indicated Monday night 
that agreement on a compromise plan 
was near, but the session broke up early 
today without a solution. Talks were 
scheduled to resume later in the day. 


The compromise plan reportedly 


involved 11 points which the truckers 
consider "minimum acceptable 
demands." 
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Oil price cut disputed 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The price 


rollback issue is developing into the 
newest controversy as Congress tries to 
agree on energy legislation. 


While Senate-House conferees on the 


emergency energy bill were deciding in 
favor of rolling back the price of some 
domestic crude oil, Secretary of the 
Treasury George P. Shultz was telling 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
Insurance 
plan touted 
by Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Describing 


national health insurance as "an idea 
whose time has come in America," 
President Nixon said today the in- 
surance plan he will send Congress this 
week would offer protection to everyone 
without adding to federal taxes. 


In a statement prepared for an 


appearance at the convention of the 
American Hospital Association, Nixon 
said "there is widespread support in 
Washington" for some form of 
comprehensive health insurance. 


While arguing his proposal is best, 


Nixon indicated he would be willing to 
compromise with Congress on the 
question. 


"Improvements can be made in it, I'm 


sure," he said with reference to his own 
plan, "and we stand ready to work with 
the Congress, the medical profession 
and others in making those changes." 


At the same time, Nixon argued 


against "an extreme program that 
would require $80 billion or $100 billion 
in federal funds and would place the 
entire health care system under the 
dominion of social planners in 
Washington." 


"Let us act sensibly and let us act now 


in 1974," he added. 


The President said he would send 


Congress a package embracing three 
separate but related insurance plans 
that would cover every American. 


First, he said, one would "be offered 


where people work," with employers 
paying the bulk of the insurance 
premiums and employes the rest. 


Second, he said he wants a govern- 


ment assistance plan to "cover people 
with low incomes and those who can't 
purchase health insurance at a 
reasonable cost, such as those already in 
poor health or those whose work entails 
risk." 


Monday that he's firmly against a 
rollback. 


During the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee's hearing on oil tax reform 
proposals, however, federal energy chief 
William E. Simon appeared to show at 
least some flexibility on rollback points.

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NEW YORK (AP) -Four men, 


including two Muslim ministers, were 
killed and a fifth man critically wounded 
when several black gunmen invaded a 
Brooklyn mosque and opened fire, police 
reported. 


Police said they believed the shooting 


Monday night was provoked by a feud 
between different Muslim factions. 


Slain in the gunfire at the Ya Sin 


Mosque in Brooklyn's predominantly 
black Bedford-Stuyvesant section were 
Bilal Abdullah Rahman, 36, the leader 
of the mosque, and Muhammed Ahmed, 
30, identified by police as another 
minister. 


Rahman died at the scene. Ahemed 


died shortly afterwards of chest wounds 
at Brooklyn Jewish Hospital. 


Rahman was instrumental last year in 


securing the surrender of four gunmen, 
blacks identifying themselves as 
Muslims, who held off police while 
keeping hostages captive during a 
47-hour siege at a Brooklyn sporting 
goods store. 


Police said Rahman received a police 


commendation for his role as a mediator 
in ending the siege Jan. 21, 1973. 


Also dead when police reached the 


mosque were men tentatively identified 
as Peter Jeffries and Ed Mason, both of 
the B£pnx. Police said Jeffries and 
MasonT both wearing heavy winter 


jackets, apparently were among the 
gunmen who burst into the mosque. 


Another mosque member, identified 


as Jamil Haqq, was reported in critical 
condition at Brooklyn Jewish Hospital. 


According to police, the mosque was 


part of the Sunni Muslim movement, 
whose adherents claim to be more 
orthodox in their practice of Islam than 
the Black Muslims, who follow the 
teachings of Elijah Muhammad. 


Asst. Police Chief James Sullivan said 


about the shooting: "We've made a 
determination after sitting down and 
sorting things out that it's an interfac- 
tional thing." 


Police said they recovered in and near 


the three-story brick mosque on 
Herkimer Place a .25-caliber automatic 
pistol, a .22-caliber rifle, a .38-caliber 
pistol and six spent shells, two .45- 
caliber ammunition clips as well as 
9mm ammunition. 


Detectives said they were puzzled over 


a time lag of about 30 minutes between 
the shooting, believed to have broken out 
shortly before 10:30 p.m., and the first 
report to police. 


When officers first arrived at the 


scene, they found that first aid had been 
administered to one of the victims. 
Police said the officers were not 
interfered with as they entered the 
mreque.

The White House would have 30 days in 


which to ask Congress to exempt certain 
categories of oil from the rollback and 
price ceiling provisions, if it found that 
the lowered price would reduce supply. 
The emergency bill also would give the 
President power to order gasoline 
rationing and other energy conservation 
measures. 


At the Ways and Means Committee, 


meantime, Shultz took a strong stand 
against a rollback in present crude oil 
prices despite indications from el- 
sewhere in the administration that such 
a step may be under study. Shultz 
termed it "a very poor idea" that would 
dampen new investment, switch profits 
from the United States to abroad, and 
would not — in the long run — give 
consumers cheaper petroleum products. 


Specifically, Shultz and Simon urged 


enactment of a temporary tax that would 
drain windfall profits from the recent 
boosts in crude oil prices. The levy would 
phase out if price levels stabilize during 
the coming years. 


They also proposed to deny U.S. oil 


producers the depreciation allowance on 
crude oil produced abroad and to slash 
the extent to which payment of taxes to 
foreign countries may be used to offset 
U.S. taxes on other foreign-generated 
income. 


Simon said he "resists the term 


rollback" because it indicates going 
back to some past "uneconomic level," 
but he indicated he could live with some 
percentage above a base price. "I'm 
interested in the President having an 
ability to cap —so the prices don't go to 
emotional levels," Simon added. 


Reporters asked if there is a clash 


between Simon and Shultz regarding 
rollbacks. Simon said he opposes a 
rollback. "There really has never been 
a clash between Secretary Shultz and I 
on any subject whatsoever," Simon said. 


When Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., acting 


chairman of the House panel, asked 
about how close the nation might be to 
gasoline rationing, Simon said that, with 
help from the weather and cooperation 
by the American people, "we're holding 
our own." 


"Shortages are still of a spot nature 


and don't justify implementing a 
rationing system for 50 states.— We've 
got a better than 50-50 chance of beating 
rationing." 


Simon also urged motorists to stay 


away from the gasoline pumps unless 
they need at least S3 worth of gasoline. 
He said the minimum purchase would 
help reduce the long lines at gasoline 
stations. 


In New Jersey, Gov. Brendan T. Byrne 


said he would exercise emergency 
powers to implement a gasoline alloca- 
tion system intended to ease critical 
shortages. 


In general, the demands involve the 


supply and price of truck fuel, freight 
rates, driver safety standards and 
federal and state regulations under 
which truckers operate. 


The truckers* key point reportedly is a 


demand that they be permitted to pass 
increased fuel costs through to shippers 
on a dollar for dollar basis plus an 
additional surcharge on existing freight 
rates. 


The National Guard was on duty in 


Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania to 
keep order and prevent the shootings, 
rock throwings and tire slashings thai 
have marked the widespread tie-up, 
which began last Thursday. One trucker 
was killed. 


Guardsmen were on standby alert in 


Connecticut, Kentucky and New 
Hampshire. 


In Maryland, police reported three 


separate incidents hi which trucks were 
fired on Monday, but there were no 
injuries, officers said. One driver 
suffered eye injuries when a rock was 
thrown through the windshield of his 
truck as he crossed a bridge in Bal- 
timore, police said. 


Schools in Maryland's Garrett County 


were closed because officials said there 
wasn't enough gasoline to run the school 
buses. The truck shutdown was blamed. 


In Oklahoma, protesting truckers 


blocked truck traffic on U.S. 69 near Big 
Cabin for four hours Monday before 
police ended the traffic tie-up. One 
driver was arrested.

Tension rides 
with trucker

At 7 p.m. Monday, Wally Olson 


swung out of the CW Transport ter- 
minal near Neenah and headed for 
Chicago. 


At 11:15 p.m. a dark colored 1972 


Chevrolet pulled alongside Olson's 
huge red and black tractor as it 
lurched along U.S. 41 where it narrows 
to a dark path just south of the Wis- 
consin border. Olson slowed and the 
dark Chevrolet slowed. It was neck and 
neck for what seemed like miles. 


Then the car shot ahead. There was 


no license plate on the back. "It's one 
of them," Olson said. "Just letting us 
know that they know we're here." 


At 12:10 a.m. an excited dispatcher 


at the sprawling CW terminal in 
Chicago said his partner was on the 
telephone to a driver whose tractor 
window had just been shot out at a 
truck stop near U.S. 41 and Illinois 63, 
two miles south of where the dark 
Chevrolet had paced us. 


Drivers of eight big CW rigs were at 


the intersection, the frustrated caller 
reported. 


"Leave and we'll just get you down 


the road," he quoted their gun-wield- 
ing captors. 


At 4:07 a.m. a green pickup truck 


wheeled up to the side door at the Hi!l 
Restaurant along U.S. 41 near Lomira. 


"Oh, no. Here they come again," a 


nervous young waitress whined. Crude 
lettering on the sideboards and a sign 
on the rear of the old truck proclaimed 
its occupants as "the voice of the 
truckers." 


"Shut down," the sign threatened. 
The three men sat at one end of the 


counter. The only sound came from 
four diesels idling outside. The res- 
taurant should have been packed with 
coffee-guzzling truckers. Empty stools 
outnumbered the occupied ones. 


One intruder was young. His driver's 


license must have still been crisp. The 
second had a beard and bleary eyes. 
The third had a pie face and a barrel 
chest and ho neck. 


A couple of us were mentally 


measuring the distance to the door and 
perhaps freedom when the door was 
blocked out by a man in a black 
stocking cap who made barrel chest 
iook puny. He smiled. No, he smirked. 
His front teeth were so far apart Olson 
could have steered his 10-speed White 
Freightliner 
and 
40-foot 
trailer 


between them. 


Seven other men trailed him into the 


restaurant. They called for coffee and 
took seats in a big half circle behind 
four truckers and a reporter. 


No introductions were needed. This 


was a small part of a growing army of 
striking, independent truckers that 
is threatening to bring the violence of 
Ohio and Pennsylvania to Wisconsin. 


"What do you guys think of the 


shutdown?" the youngster of the group 
asked teasingly. 


Olson finally broke the silence with a 


reply I didn't catch because I was too 
preoccupied eyeing the door. He later 
admitted he felt he had Jo make some 
response just so the intruders wouldn't 
become irritated. 


But they became irritated anyway. 


They demanded to know why in the 
hell we were on the road and didn't we 
know that because of us and others

Food shipments curbed 


The independent truck driver strike is 


beginning to curtail food supplies en- 
tering the Fox Valley and one Waupun- 
trucking firm has filed complaints with 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
Milwaukee, that five of its trucks were 
forced from the road this morning 
enroute to Chicago, 


Wilbert Jeffords, owner of Bird 


Trucking, Waupun, said five of his 
drivers were forced to the side by men 
in cars signaling that they were in 
sympathy with the trucking strike. 


The Chicago office of the FBI is 


investigating the complaints and agents 
in Wisconsin are trying to determine 
who fired shots into a truck between 
Hudson and Eau Claire. 


Bird Trucking is one of four Wiscon- 


sin firms that carries foodstuffs. It 
operates about 60 units normally but 
Jenords said today that only a few had 


been able to "sneak" into Chicago 
Monday. 


It means that the Wisconsin produce 


destined for Chicago shoppers is being 
held up at the same time that the food 
for Fox Valley markets is blocked. 


Bird Trucking is used by S.C. Shan- 


non Co., Appleton, which wholesales 
food to retailers.

New ship- 
ments are not being started. 


"We've gotten word that there will be 


no more shipments out of Chicago."

It does 
mean some products may be more dif- 
ficult to obtain but the retail impactN 
may be felt after about a week when the 


stocks now in the transit pipeline are 
used up.

Wisconsin Distributing Co. of Neenah, 
Inc., said today that this week ship- 
ments of food' may decline by 25 per 
cent and that next week shipments may 
be 50 per cent short. 


The firm handles fresh produce and 


bananas are blockaded at port. Some, 
showevsr, comes in by rail. 


Some trucks are getting through from 


the East and Northwest but shipments 
are down. "The drivers are coming 'in 
here very nervous and unstrung."

tiations don't meet snags, NBC's 
"Monday Night Baseball" season may 
start early with what NBC hopes will be 
a big bang both for Itself and Atlanta

; That's the report from Carl 
•Lmdemann Jr., vice president of NBC 
-Sports. He says his network wants to 
"begin its Monday night schedule by 
•giving viewers a chance to see Aaron 
"hopefully tying or breaking Babe Ruth's 
record of 714 home runs. 


NBC's "Monday Night Baseball" was 


scheduled to start May 20. according to 
Lindemann. 


But he says the network now hopes to 


persuade baseball officials to let NBC 
push the starting date up to April 8, on 
which night it would show Atlanta's first 
home game as its season opener. 


"We're awfully close to it (an 


•agreement)." Lindemann said. "We're 
sure trying to capture the excitement of 
Henry Aaron for the start of the season." 
• Aaron now has a lifetime total of 713 
home runs. 
. Whether viewers would see a histonc 
hit by him the night of Apnl 8 hinges on 
whether Aaron plays —and hits one or 
two home runs — d'unng Atlanta's first 
three games, to be played Apnl 4, 6 and 
7 in Cincinnati. 


If none of that happens and NBC gets 


to start its Monday night series m 
Atlanta on Apnl 8, there'll naturally be 
no end of joy in the network's sport 


department. 


But there'll also be a lag between 


NBC's first and second baseball shows 
on Mondays.

NSA annual student program 


Real interest keys success in business 


' "The 30 to 60 minutes you spend with 
'an interviewer may determine your 
entire future, Lucy Prellwitz said as she 
'addressed students gathered Saturday 
'afternoon at Aid Association 
for 


Lutherans for the Fox Cities Chapter of 
National Secretaries Assn. (Interna- 
tional) program: The Three Bs, Basic 
•Beginnings for Business. The annual 
event opened at 12:30 with registration. 
- The only time an interview can be a 
-painful experience, Mrs. Prellwitz con- 
tinued, is when one is not prepared. 
' Before going to an interview, she 
advised, find out specific facts about the 
company —how many and location of 
plants, offices or stores, what is present 
-volume and what is growth potential. 


"Know the exact name and title of the 


person you will see, as well as the place 
and time of the interview. Have your 
questions prepared in advance — 
description of the job, reason it's 
-available, kind of training program and 
"the next progressive step," she said. 


Makeup, Mrs. Prellwitz said, should 


highlight best features and never be 
noticeable. Hair should be clean and not 
' dverstyled. 
- "Dress carefully in business clothes — 
a dress or suit with length at or just 
above the knees, never shorter for office 
• wear." 


Because teachers are giving excellent 


training in business education, Carole 
Kortenhof who heads a stenographic 
- department at a Fox Cities mill said that 
applicants are tested as well as inter- 
viewed for employment. 


Three tests are administered to 


measure skills in arithmetic, clerical 
and vocabulary; a key punch test and a 
typing test are given to applicants for 
certain positions. 


When girls are called in for inter- 


views, Miss Kortenhof said, she asks 
questions of them and encourages them 
to do the same. Most interviewees want 
to know about the job available, the 
salary, work schedule, company 
benefits, etc. 


"After a girl is accepted for 


employment," she said, "she is on a 
60-day probationary period. If a girl 
falls too short of our expected results 
within this period, we feel it best to tell 
her that she is not suited for our type of 
work." 


Miss Kortenhof suggested that a new 


employe learn all he or she can about the 
company, write down all instructions 
given by the person responsible for 
training, learn to avoid griping session 
with other employes, learn to be flexible 
about minor inconveniences of a job, 
consider other people's problems and 
not ask them how to spell or how to do a 
procedure that should have been written 
down. 


"A good motto for a new employe 


might be: Stop, Look and Listen," she 
continued. "Stop and think before you 
ask for special favors; look around you 
and observe how things are done, taking 
notes whenever possible; listen at all 
times to instructions as to methods of 
handling telephone calls and visitors." 


"National Secretaries Assn. (NSA) 


has waged a long, continuous battle to 
educate management on the difference 
between 
a 
secretary 
and 
a 


stenographer," Leone Haase told the 
young people. 'NSA's definition is 'A 
secretary shall be defined as an assis- 
tant to an executive, possessing mas- 
tery of office skills and ability to as- 
sume responsibility without super- 
vision, who displays initiative, exer- 


cises judgment and makes decisions 
within the scope of authority.' " 


She said a typical steno's day would 


begin when she puts her desk in order 
for the day and begins to type reports or 
letters from notes taken the previous 
day. Her job is important to the com- 
pany because she is able to transcribe 
machine work accurately and to type 
accurately. 


On the other hand, a secretary would 


begin her day by readying her boss' 
office and desk, then checking the mail. 
This involves sorting and placing im- 
portant letters on top, noting visitors, 
meetings on the calendar and pulling 
reference material that may be needed. 


Only after this is done, does she give 


her attention to her desk and her day. 
The secretary also composes letters or 
memos from a brief outline or verbal 
information furnished by her boss. She 
screens calls, schedules appointments 
and meetings for her boss. 


It has been said, according to Mrs. 


Haase, that a secretary has 871 duties 
grouped as confidential, personal, cor- 
porate and routine, but most important, 
she is free to exercise her independent 
thought and judgment and use her ini- 
tiative. 


"The road to success was ever paved 


with obstacles and nothing worth going 
after is ever easy, Loraine Rentner, 
CPS, told the gathering of students. 
Getting to the top takes hard work, 
dedication to the job, loyalty to the 
company and the boss, it takes initia- 
tive, ambition, attitude and a lot of good 
hard sense. It also requires a burning 
desire to learn, to educate yourself 
beyond what you have learned in high 
school. 


"The world is shrinking every day and 


we need to expand our horizons beyond 
our own little world hi order to take it all 
in and understand what's going on," she 
said. 


NSA, Miss Rentner continued, cons- 


tantly stresses education with seminars, 
workshops, and clinics. Members are 
encouraged to enroll in evening schools 
and vocational schools and to volunteer 
services as instructors and discussion 
leaders 


The organization also sponsors the 


Certified 
Professional 
Secretary 


program which involves passing a 12- 
hour, six part examination covering 
business law, human relations, financial 
analysis and mathematics of business or 
corporate accounting, communications 
and decision making or secretarial 
skills, economics of management or

student map out a program and set 
goals. Aim, she said, for CPS rating, 
read books, take in an art show or a

"Read a newspaper every day in- 


telligently to keep up with daily events, 
read a good magazine on current hap- 
penings to get a better understanding of 


them. Do something, don't just sit there, 
because the cost of education can't beat 
the cost of ignorance," she concluded. 


The NSA purpose, according to Emily 


Behl, is to upgrade secretarial perfor- 
mance. NSA sponsors a number of ef- 
forts, she continued, which help 
members grow in leadership skills. 
Included are monthly educational 
programs at meetings, annual workshop 
for area businesswomen and annual 
high school business students workshop.

"There's no right answer to this problem," said Public

selecting the least wrong one." 


Miller, for example, recommended a boulevard from 


Drew to Rankin, which he said would provide for better 
left turns at intersections (with the left-turn 
lanes

The Appleton Plan Commission gave its blessing Monday to releasing the land 


at the old vocational school site for a privately financed high-rise apartment 
building. The matter still must go to the Board of Public Works and to the City 
Council for their approvals. 


If the board and council agree to turn over the site to the Appleton 


Redevelopment Authority for private development, the high-rise project could be 
up in two years, according to Eric Hemphill, ARA executive director. 


However, Hemphill and city officials are aware of other problems that could 


thwart such a project, including whether the street system can handle traffic 
and whether the hill behind the vocational buildings is stable enough to handle 
a high-rise building. 


The plan commission raised questions about these two concerns, indicating they 


would have to be satisfied before the commission would consider the development 
idea acceptable. 


The plan commission recommendation was based on a report by City Planning 


Director Jack Hetu and Harland Bartholemew and Associates, the city's 
consultants.

Woehler, judges to meet 
about arrearages policy 


Outagamie County Executive Alvin 


Woehler has scheduled a meeting 
Friday noon with the county's judges to 
discuss the practice of diverting 25 per 
cent of some family support arrearage 
collections to county coffers. 


The practice, implemented by the 


county's judges, was criticized last 
week by County Welfare Director James 
Stampp, who claimed the practice was 
causing budgetary problems in his 
department- 


He told the welfare board Monday af- 


ternoon that it was "rather foolish for 
judges to involve themselves in an ad- 
ministrative practice when they didn't 
even know what they were doing." 


"It's costing the county money on 


this administrative nonsense," he con- 
tended. 


The judges have defended the prac- 


tice, although County Judge R. Thomas 
Cane has agreed to discontinue it until a 
clarification is made. 


Stampp turned the matter over to 


Woehler last month, and Woehler con- 
ferred briefly with Cane and County 
Judge Urban P. Van Susteren before 
scheduling the luncheon meeting at the 
Appleton Elks Club Friday. 


Woehler said the question that will be 


probed is the legality of the practice. He 
said the concept is to skim off 25 per 
cent of the arrearages collected before 
dividing the remainder between the 
state and federal governments, and the 
county, which had originally paid the 
welfare while the estranged man was 


failing to make support payments. 


Welfare checks are comprised of 75 


per cent state and federal money and 25 
per cent county.

State study

studied before the city definitely decides to stay 
out of it.

Sutherland has asked Public Works Director 


Robert Miller to Study various alternatives for 
newsprint recycling. 


"It's certainly possible that the city could 


make money at recycling,".said the mayor, 
arguing that all alternatives —eity collection, 


city contracting for collection by a private 
hauler, collection by private groups and more — 
should be studied before a decision is made. 


Miller had only a little to report on his study 


that was only recently requested by the mayor. 
The public works director said it could take 
months to complete. 


"You're saving that the city should do it as 


cheaply as possible," Thompson told the mayor. 
"I'm saying the city should not do it at all." 


Both Thompson and Aid. Edward Maloney 


(9th) initially argued that Thompson's proposal 
for a prohibition of city pickup of newsprint —so 
that private collectors could do the job —should 
be tried first. Then, if that fails, the city could 
study other alternatives. 


Both, however, voted with the rest of the 


committee to hold Thompson's suggestion in 
committee until the results of the study are in.

Drugs are destroyed

on Monday destroyed $70,000 worth of drugs seized during 1973. 


"Today we got rid of a lot of misery and heartache for a lot of folks," 


Frazier said as he poured the drugs into the hot flame of the incinerator 
and watched them turn to ashes. "The users should thank us, but they 
won't." 


The drugs were destroyed on court order. 
"Maybe the people in our county who shake their heads in disbelief when 


we talk about widespread drug use will be a little more willing to listen," 
the sheriff commented. "Others who turn their back on the problem may 
take a straight look at ii. 


"It's here, and we are trying to cope —but it takes a lot more man hours, 


new laws and indictments to even begin to scratch the surface." 


The largest single haul impounded by the sheriff was a pound of hashish, 


consigned from Amsterdam to a Scandinavia- addressee, sniffed out by 
specially trained dogs at the U. S. Customs Station in Chicago, and 
delivered under the surveillance of a U.S. Postal Inspector. The 10 hashish 
bars, concealed in large tubes of oil paint would have brought 53,000 "on a 
slow market," Andraschko claimed. 


The assortment of "evidence" destroyed by the officers included every 


kind of common drug but heroin. There were stimulants (uppers), 
depressants (downers), narcotics, hallucinogens and marijuana. In the 
language of the street there was speed, cocaine, blue heavens, yellow 
jackets, red devils, double trouble (barbiturates), mothers little helpers 
(tranquilizers), LSD (acid), mescaline, marijuana and hashish.

Negotiations continuing toward 
compromise with striking truckers 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Negotiators 


working into the early morning today 
were unable to reach a compromise 
aimed at getting striking independent 
truckers back on the roads, but they 
agreed to continue their talks later in the 
day. 


They were scheduled to resume the 


sessions at noon. 


Sources close to the negotiations said 


the compromise plan involved 11 points 
which the truckers considered 
"minimum acceptable demands." 


The sources said that, in general 
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terms, the 11-point list concerns the 
supply and price of fuel, the operating 
conditions of the drivers, driver safety 
and the federal and state regulations 
under which they operate. 


A major stumbling block has been the 


truckers' demand for a rollback in the 
prices of diesel fuel, a move opposed by 
federal energy chief William E. Simon. 


Sources indicated that the rollback 


was not a part of the tentative 
compromise 
under 
discussion. 


However, they said the truckers were 
seeking a freeze on fuel prices. 


Reportedly the crucial demand 


involved a request for the truckers to 
pass through increased fuel costs to 
shippers on a dollar for dollar basis plus 
an additional surcharge on existing 
freight rates. 


The Senate Commerce Committee has 


announced plans for a meeting today to 
consider the administration request for 
speedy action on a resolution aimed at 
speeding Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission-ordered relief for the truckers. 


Action was also expected shortly from 


the House Commerce Committee. 


The resolution would eliminate the 


30-day delay required before new ICC 
rules can go into effect. 


In addition to the pass through and 


surcharge, sources said the proposal 
would also enable independent truckers 
who are exempt from ICC regulations, 
such as those hauling produce, to carry 
freight on their return trip, which they 
cannot now do. The change would only 
affect truckers who own less than three 
trucks. 


The tentative compromise was worked 


out in private meetings by truckers 
representatives with W. J. Usery Jr., the 
federal government's top labor media- 
tor, and Pennsylvania Gov. Milton 
Shapp. 


"Hopefully we have reached a stage 


where we can put down on paper an 
agreement that might be acceptable to 
all sides," Shapp commented. 


Meanwhile the effects of the strike 


were being felt in 36 states and National 
Guard units had been alerted in three.

Britain on a threeday work week from 
Jan. 1 to save fuel. It has warned that an 
all-out miners' strike could lead to a 
two-day work week and other emergency 
measures to save energy supplies 
because power stations have only enough 
reserves to last until the end of March.

Whitelaw had sought a meeting with 
Gormley this morning to press the 
government case. But the union leader 
said he could see no point to any more 
discussions and the union's 27-man 
leadership group went ahead with the 
strike decision.

Rushes plague commuter lines

In Chicago, in Philadelphia, in New 


York, the answer is the same as 
commuter railroads and transportation 
agencies plan for possible widescale 
gasoline shortages. 


How many extra passengers could 


commuter railroads carry? 


Not many if current schedules remain 
the same. 


But the "if" is a big one. And it goes 


to the heart of the problem facing 
commuter railroads and harried riders. 


"If you mean packing people in at rush 


hours, we could handle any increase up 
to 15 per cent," says William J. Ronan, 
chairman of New York's Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority. "If we could 
extend business hours on either side of 
the peaks, we ought to be able to handle 
any appreciable load." 


Ronan's answer can be heard in all 


commuter cities. If motorists flock to the 
railroads they'll find increased pressure 
for staggered work hours. The com- 
muter lines, simply put, are at or near 
capacity now, and no added equipment 
is-in sight for newcomers. 
. Some modern cars are on order. But 
t&eir role is replacing equipment ready 
for the scrap heap. 
«Ronan's answer also illustrates a basic 
truth about American railroads: In 1974, 
pjiblic officials like him — not just 
railroad men — hold the key to the 
commuters' plight. They can coordinate 
all of a city's transit systems. They can 
use their offices to cajole or persuade 
business to change schedules. And they 
wjeld the money that runs the railroads". 


-In the late 1960s and early 1970s, 
Ronan's agency, which also runs New 
York's subways and buses, took on the 
financial burden of the Penn Central's 
commuter service and bought outright 
the ailing Long Island Rail Road, busiest 
commuter system in the country. 


Penn Central now simply runs its lines 


for MTA under a service contract —an 
arrangement similar to that which the 
railroad has witH Philadelphia's 
Southeastern Pennsylvania Transporta- 
tion Authority —SEPTA. 


In both cities, taxpayer money buys 


new equipment and underwrites 
operating losses. In Chicago and 
surrounding counties, voters will decide 
March 19 whether they want a similar 
arrangement. 


Officials in all three cities say 


commuter demand hasn't risen drama- 
tically yet —but it might, especially if 
gasoline is rationed. In Philadelphia, 
SEPTA will speed up an improvement 
program and reschedule equipment- 
short lines to interconnect them. In New 
York, plans to retire between 94 and 100 
twenty-year-old commuter cars have 
been shelved because the cars now may 
be needed. 


The estimate on nearly all lines is that 


they could —with overcrowding —handle 
at most a 10-to-15 per cent increase on 
current schedules. Staggered hours, 
however, would be different. 


"We are trying to encourage stores 


and plants to stagger starting and 
closing hours, so we can get out of the 
7-to-9 morning and 4-to-6 evening 
syndrom," says James G. McConnon 
SEPTA chairman. "If we could stretch 
it in the morning from 6-to-10 and in the 
evening from 3-to-7 it would make one 
heck of a difference." 


It would, in fact, be a step back from 


the dilemma that has always bedeviled 
the economics of commuter railroads. 


Coaches which might be earning money 
now sit idle or run nearly empty between 
rush hours, while train crews wait for 
the next peak. With that kind of 
money-losing inefficiency, railroads for 
decades let old equipment run down and 
didn't replace it, until the taxpayers 
began bailing them out. 


Now public agencies hi the three cities 


have spent hundreds of millions on new 
rolling stock, but it is needed just to 
replace the old. It was ordered when 
commuter ridership was declining. 


Today, Ronan says, if money were 


immediately available and a production 
line ready to roll, it would still take 12 to 
16 months for a car building firm to 
begin turning out a new order. Or- 
dinarily, lead time for a new design is 
three to four years. And most car 
builders' plants are busy. 


So commuters in the three cities find 


conditions that run the gamut from 
laudable to abysmal. 


In New York, where about 290,000 ride 


the MTA's lines, Penn Central com- 
muters were plagued last year with a 
major tunnel fire that shut down Grand 
Central Terminal, and a fatal train 
collision in Mount Vernon. N.Y. The 
MTA has bought more than 1,000 new 
high-speed cars, new signals and track 
improvements. But older equipment 
still breaks down and late trains remain 
a source of chronic complaint. 


Ridership had been declining about 6 


per cent a year on the Penn Central lines, 
but in recent months it seems to be 
"bottoming out," Ronan says. 


One MTA experiment —offering 


round-trip tickets for one-way prices on 
gasless Sundays —has dramatically 
increased off-peak ridership on 
weekends. On Jan. 6, the program's 
third Sunday, the Long Island Rail Road 
carried 47,000 passengers —40 per cent 
more than the 28,000 the Sunday before 
the program began. 


Official figures are unavailable from 


MTA, but Joseph Schachter, head off the 
Commuters Action Committee of Fair- 
field County, says the number of 
standees seems to have increased in 
recent weeks on Penn Central's New 
Haven line. One conductor, stepping 
back into his train at Stamford, Conn, 
after a standee berated him, 
complained: "They don't hit you, but 
they sure let you know how they feel." 


In Philadelphia, where 59,000 com- 


mute each day on Penn Central and 
Reading tracks, SEPTA hopes to place 
48 new cars, each capable of seating 125, 
in service by September. Many of those 
commuters now stand on the basic Penn 
Central fleet of 281 cars, not air 
conditioned and seating 75 apiece, 
supplemented by 63 10-year-old cars of 
modern design. 


On Jan. 10, in announcing plans for the 


energy crisis, McConnon included a 
promise that more cars would be 
ordered over the next two years. On the

"It's not practical for us to provide

would require funeral directors to place 
on an itemized statement that "Wis- 
consin law does not require that remains 
be placed in a casket before or at the 
time of cremation," if a casket charge is 
iisted by the undertaker.

Trucker strike spreading in nation 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The independent truckers' shutdown 


spread over more than three-fourths of 
the nation today, prompting more 
layoffs and bringing new reports of 
violence. 


An independent driver manning a 


blockade near Wilmington, N.C., was 
shot in the stomach and seriously 
wounded early today, police said. It was 
one of the few reports of injury stem- 
ming from the violence that has marked 
the six-day-old protest. 


Gov. Patrick J. Lucey today ordered 


the State Patrol onto overtiriie duty to 
discourage violence resulting from the 
trucker shutdown. He directed State 
Patrol Col. Lewis Versnik to take what- 
ever steps are necessary to protect 
strategic truckstops along Wisconsin 
roads. 


The step was necessary, the governor 


said, "to avoid loss of life and 
property." Initial steps will be to order 
a limited number of patrolmen onto 
10-hour days, he said. 


Federal and state officials and 


truckers' representatives tried without 
success to reach a compromise that 
could end the owner-drivers' protest 
over fuel prices and freight rates. 


The shutdown or its effects reached at 


least 39 states. Shootings, tire slashings 
or rock throwings were reported late 
Monday night or early today in 
Louisiana, Rhode island, Indiana, 
Maryland, Delaware and Pennsylvania 
as well as in North Carolina. 


The number of layoffs reported in 


industries unable to get supplies or ship 
finished products topped 75,000. There 
were warnings that food shortages would 


start showing up at the retail level 
shortly. 


Holly Farms Industries, Inc., one of 


the nation's largest poultry processors, 
announced the indefinite closing of three 
plants in North Carolina and the layoff of 
3,000 persons due to the truckers' 
shutdown. "Since we can't ship, we can't 
process," a spokesman said. "It's a heck 
of a mess." 


The company announced earlier it was 


also closing two Virginia plants, but 
switched plans at a meeting this 
morning. A spokesman said the trucks 
in Virginia appeared to be moving. 


Truckers blocking fuel deliveries 


caused problems for schools in some 
areas where buses couldn't get gas. 
Classes in Garrett County, Md., were 
canceled for the second day and 
Allegheny County, Md., officials 


curtailed school bus service. 


In New York State, the Fort Edwards 


Express Co., which supplies 16 Hess 
service stations in the Albany area, said 
it agreed to stop transporting all diesel 
fuel and gasoline for 24 hours. 


The move was a compromise with 


striking truckers, a spokesman said. "It 
was a question of being tied up 
completely or compromising and 
getting something done," he added. 


Sources close to the negotiations in 


Washington had indicated Monday night 
that agreement on a compromise plan 
was near, but the session broke up early 
today without a solution. Talks were 
scheduled to resume later in the day. 


The compromise plan reportedly 


involved 11 points which the truckers 
consider "minimum acceptable 
demands."

WASHINGTON (AP) —Describing 


national health insurance as "an idea 
whose time has come in America," 
President Nixon said today the in- 
surance plan he will send Congress this 
week would offer protection to everyone 
without adding to federal taxes. 


In a statement prepared for an 


appearance at the convention of the 
American Hospital Association, Nixon 
said "there is widespread support in 
Washington" for some form of 
comprehensive health insurance. 


While arguing his proposal is best, 


Nixon indicated he would be willing to 
compromise with Congress on the 
question. 


"Improvements can be made in it, I'm 


iure," he said with reference to his own 
plan, "and we stand ready to work with 
the Congress, the medical profession 
and others in making those changes." 


At the same time, Nixon argued 


against "an extreme program that 
would require §80 billion or $100 billion 
in federal funds and would place the 
entire health care system under the 
dominion of social planners in 
Washington." 


"Let us act sensibly and let us act now 


in 1974," he added. 


The President said he would send 


Congress a package embracing three 
separate but related insurance plans 
that would cover every American. 


First, he said, one would "be offered 


where people work," with employers 
paying the bulk of the insurance 
premiums and employes the rest. 


Second, he said he wants a govern- 


ment assistance plan to "cover people 
with low incomes and those who can't 
purchase health insurance at a 
reasonable cost, such as those already in 
poor health or those whose work entails 
risk."

NEW YORK (AP) — Four men, 


including two Muslim ministers, were 
killed and a fifth man critically wounded 
when several black gunmen invaded a 
Brooklyn mosque and opened fire, police 
reported. 


Police said they believed the shooting 


Monday night was provoked by a feud 
between different Muslim factions. 


Slain in the gunfire at the Ya Sin 


Mosque in Brooklyn's predominantly 
black Bedford-Stuyvesant section were 
Bilal Abdullah Rahman, 36, the leader 
of the mosque, and Muhammed Ahmed, 
30, identified by police as another 
minister. 


Rahman died at the scene. Ahemed 


died shortly afterwards of chest wounds 
at Brooklyn Jewish Hospital. 


Rahman was instrumental last year in 


securing the surrender of four gunmen, 
blacks identifying themselves as 
Muslims, who held off police while 
keeping hostages captive during a 
47-hour siege at a Brooklyn sporting 
goods store. 


Police said Rahman received a police 


commendation for his role as a mediator 
in ending the siege Jan. 21, 1973. 


Also dead when police reached the 


mosque were men tentatively identified 
as Peter Jeffries and Ed Mason, both of 
the Bronx. Police said Jeffries and 
Mason, both wearing heavy winter 


jackets, apparently were among the 
gunmen who burst into the mosque. 


Another mosque member, identified 


as Jamil Haqq, was reported in critical 
condition at Brooklyn Jewish Hospital. 


According to police, the mosque was 


part of the Sunni Muslim movement, 
whose adherents claim to be more 
orthodox in their practice of Islam than 
the Black ?vluslims, who follow the 
teachings of Elijah Muhammad. 


Asst. Police Chief James Sullivan said 


about the shooting: "We've made a 
determination after sitting down and 
sorting things out that it's an interfac- 
tional thing." 


Police said they recovered in and near 


the three-story brick mosque on 
Herkimer Place a .25-caliber automatic 
pistol, a .22-caliber rifle, a .38-caliber 
pistol and six spent shells, two .45- 
caliber ammunition clips as well as 
9mm ammunition. 


Detectives said they were puzzled over 


a time lag of about 30 minutes between 
the shooting, believed to have broken oiK 
shortly before 10:30 p.m., and the first 
report to police.

Drugs are destroyed 


WAUPACA —Sheriff Loran Frazier and Chief Deputy Robert Andraschko 


on Monday destroyed $70,000 worth of drugs seized during 1973. 


"Today we got rid of a lot of misery and heartache for a lot of folks," 


Frazier said as he poured the drugs into the hot flame of the incinerator 
and watched them turn to ashes. "The users should thank us, but thev 
won't." 


The drugs were destroyed on court order. 
"Maybe the people in our county who shake their heads in disbelief when 


we talk about widespread drug use will be a little more willing to listen," 
the sheriff commented. "Others who turn their back on the problem mav 
take a straight look at it. 


"It's here, and we are trying to cope —but it takes a lot more man hours, 


new laws and indictments to even begin to scratch the surface." 


The largest single haul impounded by the sheriff was a pound of hashish, 


consigned from Amsterdam to a Scandinavia addressee, sniffed out by 
specially trained dogs at the U. S. Customs Station in Chicago, and 
delivered under the surveillance of a U.S. Postal Inspector. The 10 hashish 
bars, concealed in large tubes of oil paint would have brought $3,000 "on a 
slow market," Andraschko claimed. 


The assortment of "evidence" destroyed by the officers included everv 


kind of common drug but heroin. There were stimulants (uppers), 
depressants (downers), narcotics, hallucinogens and marijuana. In the 
language of the street there was speed, cocaine, blue heavens, yellow 
jackets, red devils, double trouble (barbiturates), mothers little helpers 
(tranquilizers), LSD (acid), mescaline, marijuana and hashish. 


The tools for administering included spoons, elaborate water pipes, 


homemade pipes; terminal clamps for holding a reefer down to the last 
puff; hypodermic needles (spikes). 


"This bundle represents long hours, a constant vigilance and a little 


luck," Andraschko commented. "There are too few arrests and too few- 
convictions. "They don't begin to indicate the use." 


The person who received the consignment from Amsterdam was freed

School District objected to having had 
its school bus garage property on 
Waupaca Street placed on the tax roll.

park. In view of the vote on the 
referendum, the recommendation is 
that it be modified so it reflects no 
change in the present traffic patterns. 


About 20 persons attended the hearing 


and expressed various views regarding 
the need and methods possibly available 
for repairing or rebuilding Main Street. 


It appeared to be generally agreed that 


the city is going to have to repair Main 


Street until such time as state and

Turmoil, bickering frustrate DeLaHunt

The way county government is organized, 


the county board chairman lacks the tools to 
be an effective leader. 


This is what Russell DeLaHunt sees as one of 


the major shortcomings in Outagamie County 
government. DeLaHunt is completing his 
fourth and last year as board chairman. He 
says he doesn't want the job again. 


His four years as chairman have been 


marked by constant turmoil in the county. His 
first year saw the fight which led to creation of 
the county executive's post and the last three 
years have involved a painful transition period 
to the executive form of government which 
threatens to become more explosive each day. 


DeLaHunt, who concedes he has a great 


distaste for arguing, said in a recent interview 
that he has attempted to walk a middle ground 
between the county board and Executive Alvin 
Woehler, "and as a result I have been shot at 
from both sides." 


The constant debate has been over who has 


the power to do things, with the county board's 
grumblings growing louder as Woehler has 


DeLaHunt addresses a recent 
county board session. 


consistantly taken the initiative. 


DeLaHunt interprets the statutes as giving 


the board chairman the responsibility to see 
that the laws are not violated. "But he lacks 
the political tools to motiviate people," 
DeLaHunt complained- The main tool he felt 
was lacking was the power of appointment. 


State statute gives the executive literally all 


he appointment powers formerly held by the 
county board and board chairman. 


"The only appointment power left to the 


county board is the agriculture agent and the 
board chairman," DeLaHunt said. Particularly 
upsetting to him has been Woehler's appoint- 
ments of supervisors to per diem-paying 
boards. 


"I feel that any assignment involving 


supervisors must be resolved so that the 
executive can't appoint supervisors 
to 


anything," he said. That was his reason for 
resigning from the unified mental health ser- 
vices board after having been appointed bv 
Woehler. 


At the present time, the board of social 


services is appointed by the executive. 


DeLaHunt also noted that the highway com- 
mittee is elected from within the board, rather 
than being appointed by the board chairman. 


"Of 42 supervisors, that leaves only 30 un- 


committed," DeLaHunt said. He indicated that 
the highway committee election and executive 
appointments to the board of social services 
dictate the chairman's appointments to other 
committees. "You become handcuffed to carry 
out any goals or objectives," he said. 


Proposed new county board rules would 


resolve that problem. Taking advantage of a 
new statute, the rules committee is proposing 
that the board chairman appoint both the 
highway committee and board of social ser- 
vices. There is expected to be strong opposition 
to the highway segment of it, however. 


DeLaHunt also proposed letting the chair- 


man appoint his vice chairman. At present the 
two are elected separately by the board. "I feel 
the chairman should have the privilege of 
appointing his own vice chairman so he would 
have a man loyal to his own thinking." 


He noted that he and the present vice 
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of social services as a standing com- 
mittee rather than a board, with the 
appointment power being shifted to the 
board chairman. 


The 
proposed 
ordinance 
aiso 


delegates the executive the respon- 
sibility to "examine, settle and allow all 
general accounts against the county." 


Other duties of the executive which 


•formerly had been spelled out in 
various board rules are now incor- 
porated in the ordinance. 


The rules change proposal that is 


expected to dra\v the heaviest opposi- 
tion involves the highway committee. 
Historically, members of the highway 
committee have been elected to that 
committee from within the county 
board for one-year terms. The proposal 
would have the board chairman appoint 
members to the committee for two-year 
terms, the same as other standing, 
committees. 


The other major change involves the 


switching the power of appointment of 
the board of social services from the 
executive to the county board chairman. 


Woehler has indicated a willingness 


to "trade" on that feature, giving up 
appointments to the social services 
board in return for having the social 
services director considered a depart- 
ment head subject to executive ap- 
pointment. 


The proposed rules change gives the 


executive that authority, but subject to 
the state statute which calls for filling 
the director's post through civil service 
examination. 


The present plan is to attempt to get 


the new rules approved prior to the 
April reorganization meeting of the 
county board.

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Whistling by the graveyard 


Senator Mansfield, speaking for the Democratic majority 


in the Congress, offered a calm and reasoned contrast to 
President Nixon's oratorical fantasy in his State of the 
Union message. The Senator put national affairs back in 
proper perspective. 


The President had to appear confident and upbeat to try to 


rally his followers, but his battle cry had an empty ring. 
Consider for example his claim that the economy will be in 
good shape this year. "Let me speak to that issue head-on," 
he declared. "There will be no recession in the United 
States." 


But in his written remarks he said: "We have known for 


some time that a slowdown of economic growth is inevitable 
in 1974.... Unfortunately the very mild slowdown which we 
anticipated now threatens to be more pronounced." And his 
Economic Message which followed a few days later flatly 
predicted a recession in the first half of the year. 


Even so Senator Mansfield avoided taking personal picks 


on the President. Asked in the press conference which 
followed his remarks if he thought Watergate had in- 
capacitated Nixon to govern, he replied tersely, "I do not." 


In fact the press conference provided the most striking 


contrast, remembering that Nixon last appeared before the 
press in November. It was vintage Mansfield, letting the 
chips fall where they might. 


The President appealed for an end to the "year of 


Watergate." Mansfield pointed out that "whether it be 
months or years, there are no judicial shortcuts," and that 
Congress has had to assume its "inescapable responsibili- 
ties" on Watergate and impeachment "in order to cleanse 
the political processes of the nation." 


After Nixon's rosy picture of what he has accomplished 


and what can be done in "his remaining three years," 
Mansfield took a more modest view of what had been done 
and could be done. 


Mansfield, of course, speaks from strength, being a leader 


of the Democratic majority in Congress, whereas the 
President reminds more and more of that fellow who keeps 
whistling as he walks by the graveyard. 


'We1 have a coffee problem 


At a meeting in Neenah, Dr. Kathryn Clarenbach pointed 


out that in the Dick and Jane books for elementary school 
children, there are well over 100 occupations mentioned for 
men and less than 30 for women. But now there is a 
bibliography of recommended books for girls called Little 
Miss Muffet Fights Back. 


Actually the stereotypes for women appear to be pretty 


world-wide, at least in the Western world, according to a 
recent United Nations report. They are portrayed either as 
sex idols, alwasy needing masculine approval or as the 
eternal homemaker, bustling around a cozy, spotless 
kitchen. And the major culprit for perpetuating this, 
according to the report, is the advertising media. 


"Advertising is the most insidious form of mass media 


perpetuation of the derogatory image of women as sex 
symbols and as an inferior class of human being," the 
report states. But other media came in for some blows too. 
The Netherlands representative complained that television 
shows usually portrayed women as either sultry seduc- 
tresses or nagging wives. The Irish wondered why a woman 
doctor discovers a cure but not a man doctor. The United 
States suggested that picturing women as the dumb blond, 
happy homemaker or nagging mother-in-law was like the 
old acceptance of Uncle Tom blacks. 


But conditions they are changing —at least in these United 


States. Women's magazines are certainly adjusting their 
formats although not necessarily for the better. But in 
addition to the centerfolds of male nudes, their formula 
stories no longer always have the other woman as a career 
type trying to oust the "sweet little girl who stays home 
baking brownies." There are articles on carpentry, politics,' 
and income taxes. Ralph Nader gets quoted and even the 
cooking is more from scratch with apparent less emphasis 
on "convenience" foods. 


"Changing ingrained attitudes and opinions, and correct- 


ing myths will be come more of a reality when women are 
found in greater numbers in decision-making capacities in 
the communications world," the report concluded.

One-parent families 


There's been considerable publicity in the last few years 


about the demise of the family as we generally conceive of 
it, father, mother and children. In the United States actually 
one of every three "families" isn't that way at all. One 
parent is missing. 


The causes are many but they are not primarily youthful 


rebellion against marriage. Nor have many people found 
substitutes for the nuclear family in communes, or with 
shared spouses and children. Instead the death of one parent 
and the continued increase in divorce, separations and 
desertions are the major reasons. In addition more and 
more unwed mothers keep their children. And now more 
women than formerly but still in the great minority are 
walking out on spouse and offspring. 


One of the problems, not yet recognized in many schools 


or the writing of texts, is that tests often refer to" "typical" 
families and the youngsters who come from one or no 
parents families make low scores.

Requirements of participa- 
tion of a specific parent or even the seemingly innocuous 
and even heartwarming "mother-and-daughter" dinners or 
"father-and-son" weekend camping outings can be 
heartbreaking instead. 


Children often appear to be remarkably resistant. 


Through the centuries they have survived and grown to 
maturity in spite of war ravaged homes, fathers who spent 
most of the time at business, relegation to governesses or 
the city streets, the hideous sweatshops of 19th century 
industrial society. It may have been better for youngsters 
when divorces were not so frequent or when our society was 
not so mobile. But that isn't the situation. Our agencies Q

Lucey cautious in his legislative message 


MADISON — Shorn of the boastful rhetoric 


which is the price that must be paid to elected 
politicians whatever their label, Gov. Patrick 
Lucey's political agenda as submitted to the 
legislature upon its return to the Capitol last 
week is essentially the work of a cautious and 
conservative man. 


Again with the necessary exception cf some 


partisan adornment that is required of a party 
leader, it was the kind of message that the 
listener could easily have imagined had come 
from the mouth of a Republican in the 1950s or 
even later, had he read it out of sight behind a 
screen rather than on the lectern in the Assem- 
bly chamber. 


Can any Republican seriously challenge 


Lucey on the favorite Republic theme of exces- 
sive spending, when he asks for a mere one per 
cent increase in the budget in face of the 
pressures that afflict the state government 
household as well as the most modest family 
establishment in Wisconsin? 


Such issues as cable television regulation, 


consumer representation on licensing boards, 
no fault insurance, open meetings of public 
bodies, and final closing of the merger of higher 
education plan could have been offered by a 
representative Republican, and no doubt will 
show Republican support on the forthcoming 
roll calls- 


There is no party cause represented, or af- 


fected, in a reorganization of the court system. 
Such reservations as there are, and there 
evidently are some in influential quarters, do 
not relate to party interests. The Wisconsin 
judiciary is nonpartisan by law. It would 
require a fertile imagination to find in a 
reshuffling of its mechanics anything that could 
help or hinder political parties. 


Providing compensation for the victims of 


crime is accepted elsewhere in the country. 
Nobody seriously doubts that there must be 
some degree of public authority involved in 
power plant site locations or that the time has 
come to promote the recycling of discarded 
materials. In the latter case, the governor's 
proposal for a pilot project is more cautious 
than some of his more zealous advisers would 
have chosen. 


Promotion of uniform building codes has been 


supported by previous Republican leaders, the 
enlargement of municipal bonding for indus- 
trial development had its origin in a Republican 
state administration, wetlands preservation is 
about as acceptable as motherhood and mild 
winters, and the proposal for a youthful of- 
fenders act has respectable professional 
backing. 


The issue of replenishing the veterans hous- 


ing fund is notoriously sensitive and difficult for 
politicians to accommodate, but most persons 
would acknowledge that the Lucey proposal will 
probably provide more housing for more per- 


sons than will the alternative the veterans' 
organizations appear to prefer — perhaps 
because of pride of authorship. 


There are "hobby horses," such as another 


reorganization of the Department of Transpor- 
tation, although the emphasis given to it in the 
Lucey speech may betray a desire to recom- 
pense Secretary Norman Clapp of the depart- 
ment. 


Clapp was abruptly abandoned after he had so 


eagerly beaten the drums for an ambitious new 
highway taxing plan that scarcely anyone 
believed would be accepted by Lucey in a 
campaign year and when the motorist is already 
angry and suspicious. 
Realists will also pardon the hobby horses that 
every politician rides. Gov. Lucey's is the 
illusion that some form of universal registration 
of voters will bring about the ideal common- 
wealth, despite the obvious if unpleasant reality 
that the person who does not trouble to find the 
registration office is not likely to be an enlight- 
ened voter. Corporate fanning control is one of 
those symbols that politicians must honor and 
Republicans have their share of them, too. 


The careful reader may be tempted to 


conclude that the repetitious quality of the 
governor's message suggested that he was too 
fertile in his propositions to the legislature last 
year or that the lawmakers were indifferent to 
many of them.

Each of us makes 
his own world 


One paradox of living that is not too 


well understood, even by some bright 
people, is the fact that everyone lives in 
the same world, and yet everyone 
makes his own world. 


In its physical and environmental 


aspects, the world is given; in its men- 
tal and emotional and social aspects, it 
is made by us more than given to us. 
What we think of as "objective reality" 
is more often the curve of our own 
personality, the angle of vision we 
choose to see f rom. 


I rode up on the elevator to my office 


this morning with a man I see 
regularly, though I don't know his 
name. He visits the paper from time to 
time, and has something to do with 
sports promotion. The world he exists in 
exudes from him like the aroma of a 
pungent cigar. 


One can tell just fay looking at him 


how constricted and contorted his world 
is-a world of gaseous talk, duplicity, 
sharp dealing, big money that belongs 
to someone else, people you can't trust, 
dubious 
celebrities, 
bottomless 


cynicism comingled with a naive faith 
in money, power and fame. 


All this is perfectly true for his 


world-but he projects this to everybody 
else's world, and imagines this to be 
"reality." And for him it is. He has 
carefully drawn the parameters of his 
own life. 


Dozens of different worlds are totally 


closed to him, and he can barely con- 
ceive of their existence-the world of the 


scientist in his laboratory, of the 
musician rehearsing for a concert, of 
the teacher conscientiously struggling 
in a slum classroom. It is not merely 
their tasks and functions he fails to 
comprehend; it is their whole system of 
values. 


Take, as another example, the men 


who recently inhabited the White 
House-the neat, white-shirted, crew 
cutted corps of lawyers and adminis- 
trators now facing criminal charges or 
disbarment. Their world, too, though it 
seemed to be more spacious and keyed 
to a major "reality," was as much a 
partial illusion as the sporting agent's. 


The "real world" to them was the 


world of authority and manipulation. 
The dominant themes were influence, 
pressure, aggrandizement, pragmatic 
considerations of what the Germans so 
untranslatably 
call 
machtpolitik. 


Everything else was dismissed by them 
as vaporous idealism or "softness." 


Yet a part of the real world they 


ignored eventually caught up with 
them: the world of ideas and ideals, of 
morals and decency, of the limits of lies 
and expediency and a "zeal" that is 
really a ruthless opportunism. 


The real "real world" is the world we 


make plus the world we are given, plus 
everybody else's "real world" that is, 
ultimately, just as real as ours. This is 
the lesson even bright people do not 
understand —until their own versions of 
the real world collapse around their 
heads.

Castro is urged 
to try detente 


From all accounts, Castro put on a 


great show for Brezhnev in Havana. 
And of course he should have, it being 
the (rough) estimate that the Soviet 
Union has pumped about four billion 
dollars into Cuba during the past dozen 
years, not counting the missiles. Ac- 
cordingly Castro, who has rather 
shrewdly played the Moscow-Peking 
rift, occasionally fluttered his eyelashes 
to the East, put on the dog and in- 
structed several hundred thousand of 
his subjects to come forward and cheer 
for Brezhnev.

What Brezhnev then did 
was 


interesting. One has to remember that a 
communist leader need not say 
anything. They tell the story of the 
social crisis at the Kremlin when — it 
being the turn of the honoree to toast 
Khrushchev at the big reception for the 
new Mongolian ambassador —suddenly 
the interpreter could not be found. At 
this point a Polish professor disengaged 
from the little circle he was sipping tea 
with, and whispered to the officiator 
that he knew Mongolese and would be 
glad to translate. There followed five 
minutes of references to the working 
class, the imperialist forces, the strug- 
gles for national liberation, the socialist 
homeland, and the job was done. Re- 
turning to his little knot of friends, the 
Polish professor met with open ad- 
miration. "I've known you for years, 
Wlasilly, and I never knew you under- 
stood Mongolian." "I don't," said the 
professor. "But I did know what His 
Excellency would say." 


But Brezhnev made the headlines by 


saying something a little different 
from boilerplate Communist - talk. He 
said the Communists do not believe in 
exporting their revolution by aggressive 
action in other countries because the 
socialist camp desires "lasting peace." 
Granted this is the rhetoric of detente, 
and one yawns on hearing it at State 
Department dinners or from the lawn in 
San Clemente. But to hear it said in 
Cuba, indeed in front of a huge picture 
of Che Guevara, who went to Bolivia to 
export revolution and certainly died 
thinking he was a good Communist, 
must have been a little deflating for 
Castro.

choreographed, with the view to saying 
the things needed to get Cuba back into 
a conventional relationship with the 
Organization of American States, the 
better to export a revolution that hasn't 
gone well under the generalship of the 
Che Guevara types who have strutted 
about the hemisphere with hand 
grenades in their mouths. 


But Brezhnev was not above a little 


brinkmanship. He cited the recent 
achievements of detente. They are 
three, said Brezhnev. The first was the 
strategic arms limitation pact reached 
with the United States. And well might 
he cite SALT I. It confirmed Soviet 
strategic superiority, eliminated the 
costly ABM program, and left the Soviet 
Union free to MIRV its missiles by use 
of a developing technology undiscussed 
when SALT was ratified. 


Then he cited the "settlement" of the 


war in Vietnam. Translated, this means 
getting the United States out of Viet- 
nam. The war in Vietnam continues, 
casualties (if we are permitted to-count 
yellow men as casualties) are at an 
uninterrupted rate, and when last heard 
from the "North Vietnamese had taken 
over territory American soldiers fought 
and died to hold for the South. 


And finally, he cited "a Middle East 


agreement." Of course there hasn't 
been a Middle East agreement. What 
there was was an aggressive war in the 
Middle East, fueled by the Soviet Union,

who refused to "shut down" it wasn't 
going to stay peaceful much longer. 


Frankly, I didn't think it was all that 


peaceful even then, but of course 1 
didn't say anything. 


Not a half hour earlier, a veteran 


Foreway Express driver related how 
another of his company's trucks had 
been fired on that night near Green 
Bay. 
'Now another driver told of how 
bullets were fired into a truck near 
Hudson early Monday. 
;Then there was the shattered window 
of the CW rig that was following us to 
Chicago. 
;Now here was this smirking giant 
telling us his men wanted peace but 
that violence might come if we didn't 
get off the roads. 
;A gray trucker with a raspy voice sat 
next to Olson. When Olson went to the 
rest room, he followed him and 
recounted how an hour earlier some of 
the same small army had threatened 
him at a truck stop near Oshkosh.

He had turned his rig around and

extended beyond a telephone tap 
previously disclosed. They said the 


President's brother, F. Donald Nixon, 
was also followed by Secret Service 
agents. 


The sources said the concern was 


sparked by an Internal Revenue Service 
"sensitive case report" in 1969 which 
indicated that the IRS was seeking to 
question Donald Nixon in connection 
with an income tax investigation of two 
of his business associates. 


Other sources indicated that the 


primary concern of presidential adviser 
John D. Ehrlichman was Donald's 
association with representatives of 
billionaire Howard Hughes. 


However, The Washington Post has 


quoted sources as saying that Donald 
Nixon himself was ordered by the IRS to 
pay substantial back taxes on his 1960s 
income.

Miss Schmidt had worked at the same 


restaurant when it was operated by 
different owners as the Fin N' Feather.

indicates that Sadat is trying to get off an 
uncomfortable tightrope stretched 
between his pledge to recover all Arab 
territories lost to Israel in 1967 and his 
eagerness to get on with building a 
viable Egyptian economy.

Peking, Moscow's Literary Gazette 
denounced him for repeating "the dirty 
anti-Sovietism of the Peking leaders" 
and ail but demanded his ouster as an 
"enemy of Soviet-Egyptian friendship." 


Sadat is believed anxious for a chance 


to better the lot of Egypt's poor. He can't 
get going in an atmosphere of military 
tension, nor is he likely to attract 
Western technology and investment 
while an oil crisis continues to damage 
Western economies. 


Perhaps Sadat hadn't felt strong 


enough politically to get rid of Heikal 
before now, although the editor ob- 
viously was becoming a big problem for 
him. A year ago, in fact, the newspaper 
Al Akhbar mounted a brutal editorial 
attack on Baikal as a mere pretender to 
the status of presidential confidant. The 
Egyptian press is responsive to govern- 
ment control, and that couldn't have 
happened by chance. 


In the October war and its aftermath, 


however, Sadat gained stature. He could 
point to the achievement of dislodging 
Israeli forces from the banks of the Suez 
Canal, their first retreat from captured 
Arab territory. 


A proud man as well as an immensely 


complicated and highly emotional per- 
sonality, Heikal is reported to have told 
friends he won't accept Sadat's face- 
saving offer of a post as a presidential 
adviser. He retains influence on his own. 
Moreover, he is reported close to Libya's 
volatile strongman, Moammar Khadafy, 
and probably shares his hostility to 
Sadat's peacemaking with Israel.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A business- 


man says a bill to reinstate a limited 
"blue law" in Wisconsin to conserve 
energy would not stand a constitutional 
test. 


Robert Schroeder of Milwaukee told 


the Assembly commerce and Consumer 
Affairs Committee Monday that Rep. 
Gerald Kleczka's bill discriminates 
against large businesses. 


Kleczka's bill would require 


businesses to close on Sundays. 


Exceptions would be service stations, 


transportation terminals, coin-operated 
laundries, newstands, book stores, 
places of entertainment, food stores 
which gross less than $750,000 a year, 
drug stores, restaurants, bakeries, 
sporting goods stores, farmers' 
markets, roadside stands, taverns, 
liquor stores, antique shops and gift 
shops. 


Kieczka, D-Milwaukee, said the 


exemptions from his bill were included 
to provide essential services and to avoid, 
hurting the tourism industry. 


Schroeder disagreed, expecially on 


Kleczka's proposal to let liquor stores 
stay open. 


"What is so holy about a tavern that 


the legislature would encourage liquor 
sales?" he asked. 


The committee took under advisement 


a bill that would allow the Public Service 
Commission to prohibit outdoor lighting 
during daylight, heating garages more 
than 35 degrees, and using sidewalk 
heating devices during critical energy 
shortages. 


A measure permitting the PSC to 


suspend a Department of Industry, 
Labor and Human Relations rule 
requiring 7*4 cubic feet of air per person 
a minute in public buildings also was 


taken under advisement. 


Rep. Michael Early, D-River Falls, 


said the requirement for pumping 7^ 
cubic feet of fresh air into public 
buildings means forcing a like amount of 
heated air outside at the same time. 


He called it an unnecessary con- 


sumption of energy, suggesting the rule 
could be reduced to 3 cubic feet, or even 
2 cubic feet. 


A spokesman for the Division of 


Industrial Safety reminded the com- 
mittee that the state recently effected a 
modification of the rule, reducing the 


requirement to 5 cubic feet. 


Early also criticized the heating of 


garages, saying an enclosed parking 
facility at a state office building near 
Capitol Square "is just as warm as my 
home." 


The garage is used by legislators. 
Early also complained about elec- 


trically heated sidewalks. 


"I don't think it would hurt to pull the 


switch and hire somebody to clean the 
walk" of snow, the Democrat said. 


Legislators are not practicing what 


they preach to the voters, he said. 


"If we don't pull the switch," he said, 


"why should they drive 50 miles an 
hour? Why should they turn the ther- 
mostats down to 68 degrees?"
